LONDON, April 18 (AP). — Great

Warning Sweden that Germany 
might attack it within the next 
month to grab vital Swedish iron 
ore, Cross said, “Let Sweden see 
to it that she is not taken by sur- 
prise.’ 

“We are ready,” he added, “to 
give any help if she is attacked, 
but we must ask her to do every- 
thing possible to help herself.” 

The Minister's comment on

When the Italians 
invded Albania last year, Bari was 
used as a port of embarkation. 

Italian Press Pro-German. 

Balkan newspapers are stressing 
dispatches saying that “Italy’s hour 
for decision is near.” The Italian 
press has suddenly presented a 
strongly pro-German view of the 
war and is belittling the Allies’ 
military strength. 

Cross called the new Italian press 
tone as “hostile’ and added: “That 
makes us reflect upon the attitude 
of Italy toward us.” 

Military observers, however, ex- 
pressed the opinion that Premier 
Mussolini would be more impressed 
by the guns of the Royal Navy off 
the Norwegian coast and the Allied 
expeditionary force to Norway 
than by diplomatic language. 

Informed observers in London 
gaid the Allied strategists realized 
the importance of speeding assist- 
ance to Norway not only to keep 
the Germans from consolidating 
their positions but also to convince 
the neutrals that the Allied forces 
are able to deal a knockout blow 
on the battlefield. 

“No Quarrel With Italy.” 

Cross was blunt in what he said 
about Italy. 

“We have no quarrel with Italy,” 
he said. “We have every wish to be 
friends. But we are plain-dealing 
and plain-speaking people and we 
should like to know where we 
stand with Italy.” 

Diplomatic quarters looked for 
possible repercussions from the 
speech. They were particularly 
interested in the meaning of the 
sudden strong pro-German attitude 
displayed by the controlled Italian 
press. 


TWO’ ARMY PLANES LANDED 
AFTER GRAZING EACH OTHER 


Pilots Make “Dead Stick” Descent 
With Damaged Ships at Cali- 
fornia Base. 

MOFFETT FIELD, Cal., April 18 
(AP).—Two pursuit planes brushed 
gharply agains each other while in a 
mock “dog fight” 8000 feet above 
this army base, but their pilots 
brought them down safely to “dead- 
stick” landings. The feat was the 
talk of the base today. 

The planes of Pilots Lieut. Frank 
Stetson of Lilliwaup, Wash., and 
Lieut. Frank Dunn, San Antonio, 
Tex., swept against each other yes- 
terday. 

Stetson’s plane had a badly dam- 
aged wing tip. Dunn’s landing gear 
was put out of commission. 

Both flew around for nearly half 
an hour, then Stetson decided not 
to “bail out” and swooped down 
flat on his plane’s “belly” because 
letting down .the landing gear 
might have caused new trouble. 
Not 200 yards away, Dunn brought 
his ship down in the same way. 

Neither flyer was hurt. The pro- 
pellers of both planes were dam- 
aged in landing.

From the Indian Ocean eastward 
into the Pacific, the islands 
stretch along the Equator for 3200 
miles, They have an area of 733,642 
square miles and support a popula- 
tion of 60,731,025, mostly native. 
The possessions have for many 
years had virtually a dominion 
status. 
Rich in natural resources, many 
of which Japan lacks, the islands 
produce a considerable proportion 
of the world’s supply of rubber, tin, 
quinine, copra and petroleum. 


American Trade With Indies. 


The United States depends on 
them for some of its most essential 
raw materials. American imports 
were valued at $93,156,000 in 1939, 
and exports to the islands totaled 
$35,398,000. 

Lying between the Asiatic main- 
land and Australia, the islands— 
sometimes called the Malay archi- 
pelago—are in a position to con- 
trol important trade routes. The 
sea lane distance between Batavia, 
Java, capital of the possessions, 
and Yokohama is 3678 miles. The 
nearest major port is Singapore, 
606 miles away, where Great Brit- 
ain has been building a huge naval 
base. 

Other water route distances are: 
Manila, 1795 miles; Hong Kong, 
2052; Guam, 2600, and Honolulu, 
5910. 

Concern has been growing in the

JAPAN INDICATES

The Islands themselves ex- 
tend for a distance of approxi- 
mately 3200 miles east and west 
astride of the equator, from the 
Indian Ocean on the ‘west far into 
the Pacific Ocean on the east.

They produce-considerable portions 
of the world’s supplies of important 
essential commodities such as rub- 
ber, tin, quinine, copra, etc. Many 
countries, including the United 
States, depend substantially upon 
them for some of these commodi- 
ties.

One Heinkel and one Dornier flying 
boat were shot down while two 
more Heinkels and another Dornier 
were damaged. All our aircraft re- 
turned safely. 

“It is further notified that the 
cruiser announced yesterday as 
damaged by air attack after the 
bombardment of the (Stavanger) 
airdrome has now reached her 
base.”’ 

Air Ministry’s Statement. 

The Air Ministry's statement said 
direct hits were made on runways 
of Stavanger airdrome and that 
bombs were seen to burst among 
transport planes parked on the 
southwest side of the field. 

One British source said the sig- 
nificance of the repeated attacks 
on the Stavanger base lay in the 
fact that Norway has only one 
other first class airport—at Oslo— 
and that the remaining half dozen 
flying fields in the country are 
scarcely serviceable for military 
use.

-ions, one CIO and the other AFL. 
‘The split occurred in 1938 when 
‘Homer Martin and a group of offi- 
cers of the CIO union withdrew 
after a factional fight and formed 
their own union with an AFL af- 
filiation. 

To enable the 1500 workers of 
the Fisher plant to vote, a “skip” 
in the assembly lines had been ar- 
ranged. The “skip” consisted of 
removing six partly built automo- 
biles from the faster assembly line 
and four from the slower line. The

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NATURAL GAS FIRM 
ATTAGKS ORDER ON 


RATES TO LACLEDE 


Mississippp! Corp. Asserts 
U. S. Power Action Is In- 
valid, Challenges Com- 


mission Jurisdiction. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 


WASHINGTON, April 18. — The 
Federal Power Commission order 
suspending an increased rate to be 


charged the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
of St. Louis for natural gas by the 
Mississippi River Fuel Corporation 
was attacked as unconstitutional in 
a protest ‘iled with the commission 
today by counsel for the fuel com- 
pany. 

The protest was made in an an- 

swer to a pending petition of the 
Laclede company, asking for a gen- 
eral review of the rate structure 
of the fuel company, which pipes 
natural gas from Louisiana oil 
fields. 
_ An order has been issued by the 
Federal Power Commission, sus- 
pending a proposed rate increase of 
10 per cent which was to Have be- 
come effective Jan. 1, and which, it 
is testified, would have added from 
$41,000 to $46,000 to Laclede’s an- 
nual gas bill. 

This order and any futuré ones, 
the pipe-line company contends, 
would violate the Constitution, in 
that they would deprive Mississippi 
River Fuel of its vested rights 
without due process of law, and 
would take its property without just 
compensation. 

Jurisdiction Challenged. 

The protest challenges jurisdic- 
tion of the Federal Power Commis- 
sion on the ground that Mississippi 
River Fue] is a private enterprise, 
not a public utility. 

A second ground for challenging 
the commission’s jurisdiction is pre- 
sented with the allegation that La- 
clede does not purchase natural gas 
from Mississippi River Fuel for re- 
sale, but for use as an ingredient in 
a mixed natural and manufactured 
gas which Laclede sells to its St. 
Louis customers. Subject to regu- 
lation, it is held, is only that part 
of straight natural gas which La- 
clede resells to industrial con- 
sumers. 

Through a system of affiliates 
with common ownership, Laclede 
alleged in its petition, Mississippi 
River Fuel in effect sells to itself, 
at about 8 cents a 1000 cubic feet, 
natural gas with a normal value 
of 2 to 4 cents. The protest agrees 
that the system of interlocking 
proprietorships as pictured by La- 
clede is substantially correct? but 
contends that the companies in- 
volved should not be regarded as 
a single enterprise. It is denied 
that the valuation of 2 to 4 cents 
a 1000 cubic feet is correct. 

No Rebuttal on Earnings. 

The protest denies that its con- 
tracts were not made at arm’s 
length, that its price rates were 
not determined by free bargain and 
trade, and that they are “unrea- 
sonable and excessive.” There is 
no specific rebuttal of Laclede's 
representation that Mississippi 
River Fuel earned a net return of 
11.3 per cent on its fixed’ capital 
in 1937. .

SOHOOL HEAD 
NOMINEE IN GITY 
10 MEET BOARD 


Omaha. 


Homer Willard Anderson, Super- 
intendent of Schools in Omaha, 
Neb., for seven years, is in St. 
Louis today to become acquainted 
with the Board of Education, which 
is considering him and four other 
nominees for Superintendent of In- 
struction here. 
In the morning, Anderson met 
with. members of the Instruction 
Committee and late this afternoon 
was to meet the rest of the School 
Board. There will be a public re- 
ception for him at Hotel Statler 
early this evening. 
Anderson, 53 years old, is one of 
the nominees chosen by the Advis- 
ory Committee of educators which 
culled the field for more than two 
months in an effort to find an 
eligible successor to Henry J. Ger- 
ling, who was removed after ad- 
mitting speculation with school re- 
lief funds. 

Discusses His Views. 
A vigorous personality with def- 
inite ideas about education, Ander- 
son discussed his beliefs about edu- 
cation and his own experiences in 
many cities in a conversation today 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
He declared the only purpose of 
education was to train boys and 
girls and not to create jobs or make 
it possible for some friends to make 
money. The St. Louis superinten- 
dency, he continued, would provide 


a great opportunity for someone, 


since the public, the newspapers 
and the School Board seem thor- 
oughly aroused and “ready to go.” 
Anderson recalled that St. Louis 
schools had “a glorious reputation” 
in previous years because Superin- 
tendents Harris, Blewett and Sol- 
dan had obtained elementary school 
principals from all parts of the 
country, providing a teaching per- 
sonnel of highest quality. 
In spite of the disclosures of ir- 
regularities here in recent months, 
he said it appeared that the teach- 
ing personnel is-still of high qual- 
ity and little touched by the admin- 
istrative shortcomings. He _  de- 
clared the first job of a new super- 
intendent, whoever he may be, 
would be to become acquainted 
with the teaching staff to find out 
what their training is and what 
their personalities are like. 
Approves Strayer View. 
Anderson expressed approval of 
the Strayer survey recommendation 
that administrative authority be 
concentrated in the hands of the 
Superintendent. The purchase of 
supplies and the construction of 
schools had to be co-ordinated with 
instruction, he asserted. 
As for the School Board, he said 
it was essential that a Superin- 
tendent “train the board” rather 
than permit the board to train him. 
He said he had always been able 
to get along with School Board 
members in other cities in which 
he has been a school executive but 
had never been able to get along 
with persons “who have an ax to 
grind, because I have no ax to 
grind.” 
In Detroit and in Denver, Ander- 
son was responsible for large build- 
ing programs. In the former city, 
he was in charge of a $14,000,000 
program. In Denver, he found that 
23 school buildings were planned 
by 21 architects, but the program 
worked out well with a diversity 
of architecture unusual in Amer- 
ican cities. 
Too frequently schools in St. 
Louis and other cities had been 
improperly designed because pupil 
needs were not given careful con- 
sideration, he asserted. Often a 
school designed for 750 pupils would 
be found to have laboratory space 
Or shops for several thousand 
pupils. 
Has Faced Financial Problems. 
Financial problems of the St. 
Louis schools would be an old story 
with Anderson because his schools 
in Omaha have been faced with 
an even more serious situation. 
There a great reduction in prop- 
erty valuations cut the school in- 
come a third. As a result, econ- 
omies had to be made, including a

reduction in teachers’ salaries,

Record of Service. 


Born in Chaseburg, Wis., Ander- 
son received his bachelor’s degree 
at Highland Park College, Des 
Moines, Ia., and his master’s and 
doctor’s degrees at the State Uni- 
versity of Iowa. He began teach- 
ing in 1910 at Morning Sun, Ia., 
going from there to Dubuque, Ia., 
in 1916 as director of research. He 
held a similar position and also be- 
came assistant superintendent in 
Omaha. After two years there, he 
went to Detroit as assistant direc- 
tor of research, 


From 1923 to 1933 he was assist- 
ant superintendent and deputy su- 
perintendent in Denver, a city of 
287,900 population. Then he be- 
came superintendent in Omaha, 
which has a population of 214,000. 

During the war, he was a mem- 
ber of the statistical branch of 
the United States Army general 
staff. In 1920 he served as a mem- 
ber of the school building survey 
in Cleveland Heights, O. He is sec- 
ond vice-president and a member of 
tse Executive Committee of the 
American Association of School 
Administrators.

EFFECT ON THEM 


; : Smoke Ordinance and Pro- 


posal to Buy Arkansas 
Fuel in Volume to Be 
Discussed Monday. 


A meeting of representatives of 
the retail coal trade with the Mu- 
nicipal Smoke Elimination Com- 
mittee and Smoke Commissioner 
Raymond R. Tucker will be held 
at Mayor Dickmann’s office next 
Monday at 10 a. m. to discuss the 
effect of the new smoke elimination 
ordinance on the coal business. 

Tucker said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter it was intended to talk 
over the general situation and to 
take up also the proposal for bring- 
ing Arkansas smokeless coal here 
in volume, 

The call for the meeting resulted 
from a conversation between Tuck- 
er and Walter B. Muckerman, head 
of the Coal Exchange, representing 
the retail interests. 

The St. Louis Wholesale Coal 
Group has arranged for a meeting 
with Tucker the latter part of next 
week, with the exact time yet to be 
set. E. W. Brandenburger, presi- 
dent of the organization and of the 
Black Diamond Coal Co., said the 
wholesalers had some “definite 
ideas to present, especially on Ar- 
kansas coal,” but did not wish to 
discuss them in advance of the con- 
ference. The organization, he add- 
ed, has 10 or 12 members and rep- 
resents the principal wholesaling 
interests, 


More Stokers Being Installed. 

While sale of mechanical stokers, 
which are intended to burn soft 
coal smokelessly, increased 32 per 
cent throughout the country in the 
first three months of 1940, com- 
pared with the corresponding 
period last . ear, the sale of these 
devices in St. Louis has gone up 
58.4 per cent, J. Harold Hensen, 
president of the St. Louis Stokers’ 
PAssociation, told the reporter. 

There was no doubt, he declared, 
that most of the increase in St. 
Louis was due to the aggressive 
anti-smoke campaign. His associa- 
tion represents distributers and 
factory branches. 

Permits for stoker installations, 
issued by the city, totaled 442 in 
the first quarter of this year, com- 
pared with 279 in the correspond- 
ing quarter last year, he related. 
For stokers burning less than 50 
pounds of coal per hour—the size 
used in single-family residences 
and small flatS—the increase was 
from 214 to 382, or 78.5 per cent. 
For larger sizes, used in industry, 
apartment houses and large flats, 
there was a small decrease, from 
65 to 60. Hansen said the mem- 
bers of the association were pre- 
pared, from the standpoints of en- 
gineering and service, to handle 
the increase they expect in the 
volume of installations here under 
the new ordinance. 

Under the new smoke ordinance 
either some form of smokeless fuel 
must be used or mechanical de- 
vices, such as stokers, installed to 
consume soft coal smokelessly.

HUNGARY PLANS

Appears to Be Turning, 
With Rumania and Yu-

BUDAPEST, April 18 (AP).— 
Hungary is contemplating talks 
with Soviet Russia to ward off a pos- 
sible German invasion of Southeast- 
lern Europe, authoritative persons 
said today. 


| Just as Rumania and Yugoslavia 
‘appeared to be turning toward Mos- 
lcow for support of their neutrality, 
Hungary, long regarded as the

The hope for Russian support 
was based principally on the belief 
that the Russians, despite their 
non-aggression and trade alliance 


with the Reich, are against any 
‘German advance into the Balkans

| The Yugoslav Government has 
announced that a delegation will 
leave for Moscow to sign a treaty 
for a resumption of trade relations 
severed since the .Russian revolu- 
tion. : 

It was believed that this move 
‘was designed to strengthen Yugo- 
‘slavia's difficult position and pos- 
‘sibly to lead to establishment of 
diplomatic relations between the

FB. CHIEF SAYS REDS 
SEEK TO SMEAR AGENTS 


Tells D.A.R. Session Plotters 
Hope to Discredit Men, 
Destroy Bureau. 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP).— 
J. Edgar Hoover told the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution 
today that American Communists 
had set plotters to work to “smear” 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. 

“Only last week,” he said, “or- 
ders emanating from the Commu- 
nist Party of America demanded 
national and concerted action 
against the F. B. I. 

“With fantastic belief in Amer- 
ican credulity, these plotters an- 
nounced that every effort must be 
made by members of their organ- 
ization to involve F. B. I. special 
agents in situations where they 
might be accused of crime or im- 
proper activities. 

“Then, said these Communist 
leaders, with its reputation stained 
by ‘smearing’ and discrediting of 
some of its men, destruction of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
could proceed unmolested.” 

Before Hoover spoke, the conven- 
tion had adopted a resolution ask- 
ing that any political party advo- 
cating overthrow of the Govern- 
ment by force be outlawed. Its 
target was named in discussion as 
the Communist party. The D. A. R. 
also adopted a resolution praising 
the House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities. 

Hoover denounced “represent- 
atives of gangster governments” 
at work in this country. 

“Why don’t these perverted busy- 
bodies go back and save the coun- 
tries which espouse their views?

IS WON BY COUNTY 


Supreme Court Rules It Is En- 
titled to 51 Per Cent of 
Property Levy.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 18.— 
St. Louis County is entitled to 51 
per cent of the property taxes of 
the Terminal Railroad Associatior 
and four of its wholly-owned sub- 
sidiaries, rather than only 2% per 
cent, the Supreme Court of Mis 
souri held, in effect, in an unan- 
imous decision today dealing with 
division of the assessment between 
the county and the City of St. 
Louis. 

The decision means that the 


county will retain an annual share 
of about $167,000 of the _ taxes, 
which otherwise would have gone 
to the city. The county and its 
political subdivisions have been get- 
ting about $181,000 a year from the 
51 per cent portion of the assess- 
ment, but the 2% per cent slice 
would have yielded only $14,000. 

The decision, written by Judge 
Ernest M. Tipton in a certiorari 
case, held the State Tax Commis- 
sion and State Board of Equaliza- 
tion were in error in ruling that 
the Terminal Railroad Association 
and its subsidiaries should make 
separate returns for assessment. 
The Court, referring specifically to 
two of the subsidiaries involved in 
the litigation, held that since the 
Terminal parent corporation held 
leases on property of the other 
concerns, it fairly followed that the 
latter were under the Terminal’s 
control.

GENETICS EXPERTS 
FIND WAY TO MAKE 
PLANTS BI-SEXUAL 


Self-Pollinating Seedlings Pro- 
duced From Male and Fe- 
male Stock. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 18-—A 
new feat in manipulating heredity 
by which bi-sexual plants are pro- 


duced at will from ordinary male 


and female plants was reported to 
the American Philosophical Society 
today. 

The discovery, said to have prac- 
tical uses in improving crops, was 
reported by Dr. H. E. Warmke 
and Dr. Albert F. Blakeslee of the 
Carnegie Institution’s genetics de- 


‘lpartment at Cold Spring ,Harbor, 
iLong Island. 


In these hermaphroditic plants, 
each flower is both male and fe- 
male, having both pistils and 
stamens. As a result its seed is 
fertile without the necessity of 
pollen from, another plant. This 
kind of bisexuality in plants some- 
times happens naturally. 

In practical application the dis- 
covery providesasure and quicker 
way to obtain pure stocks, that is, 
plants of uniform hereditary char- 
acteristics, purified of qualities 
which may be undesirable. Scien- 
tifically, the discovery shows ex- 
actly how sex is determined in 
plants.

ARNOLD. BULKLEY. 
CLASH AT HEARING 
ON COLUMBIA GAS 


Attorney-General’s Aid Ob- 
jects to Calling Proposed 
Deal With Company 


‘Consent Decree.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP).— 
Thurman Arnold, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, insisted before a Sen- 
ate Judiciary sub-committee today 
that Columbia Gas & Electric Cor- 
poration would be completely di- 
vested of control over the Panhan- 
dle Eastern Pipe Line Co. under a 
plan about to be submitted to the 
Federal Court in Delaware. 

The chief of the anti-trust divi- 
sion of the Department of Justice 


exchanged tart remarks for more 
than an hour with former Senator 
Robert J. Bulkley of Ohio, who is 
demanding a Senate investigation of 
anti-trust la wenforcement with re- 
spect to Columbia’s operations. 

Arnold said he, too, favored any 
investigation of trade restraints, 
but disputed with Bulkley when the 
later insisted on calling the plan a 
“consent décree” and contended that 
divestiture could be accomplished 
only by the sale of the Panhandle 
stock controlled by Columbia. 

Bulkley represented the Missou- 
ri-Kansas Pipe Line Co., a princi- 
pal minority stockholder in Pan- 
handle. He said his client “frank- 
ly wants to make some money,” but 
Columbia was restraining the ex- 
pansion of Panhandle, 

Arnold explained the department’s 
policy and said that the Columbia 
issue involved only a plan of organ- 
ization and not a consent decree. 

Arnold grouped allegations made 
by Bulkley, under the head of “fan- 
tastic statements.” He condemned 
statements that he had said the 
Delaware court was “a bad court” 
for purposes of the Columbia anti- 
trust action as “a complete distor- 
tion.” 

He said his assistants who worked 
on the Columbia litigation “have a 
right to a public hearing on these 
charges.” 

James H. Lee, representing the 
city of Detroit, renewed his request 
for approval of the resolution au- 
thorizing the investigation. He said 
the city was caught between two 
conflicting corporate interests, Co- 
lumbia and Missouri-Kansas. 

“Detroit,” said Lee, “wants more 
gas and cheaper gas. We don’t care 
about either one of these corporate 
interests. In my experience’I have 
found they are all pretyt much in 
the same category.” 

Senator Hatch (Dem.), New Mex- 
icon, chairman of the. sub-commit- 
tee, remarked: “Columbia wants to 
sell its gas, doesn’t it?” “No,” re- 
plied Lee, “that’s just the point. 
They only want to sell it under con- 
ditions they lay down.” 

He said that was the reason $23,- 
000,000 in Detroit gas manufactur- 
ing equipment was still carried on 
utility books.

“We believe the President’s plan 
to abolish the Safety Board and put 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority 
under the Department of Commerce 
would result in the loss of two 
years’ progress by the aviation in- 
dustry. The abolishing of the 
Safety Board removes the only 
agency available to air-line pilots 
for appeal for new regulations, and 
changes in present regulations, to 
gain increased safety measures. 

“Under the new setup we will 
have to resume our procedures of 
two years ago, which is for the 
pilots to go about talking to them- 
selves with no one to listen to 
their ideas, which vitally concern 
the safety of airline flights. We 


appeal to the air traveling public 
to lend assistance to the pilots and 
other groups that are fighting to 
maintain the progress and safety 
record established during the past 
two years,” 

President Roosevelt announced 
the proposed changes in the civil 


regulation of flying in his reor- 
ganization plan No. 4, which was 
sent to Congress last week. At a 
press conference the President ex- 
plained that the work of the Air 
Safety Board would be carried on 
by the Authority proper, saving the

Marines and Soldiers Consolidating Positions 
After Debarking at Harstad— Germans

VANNAS, Sweden, April 18 (AP). 


RITISH marines and soldiers are consolidating their foothold in 


northern Norway as Germans, 


driving Norwegian defense troops 


before them, retreat to the south. 


I have just returned after a jour- 
ney afoot through Norwegian fron- 
tier areas which took me to the 
outskirts of Narvik before I was 
arrested by British troops. 

A show of my passport gave me 
my freedom—but that was short- 
lived, As I started out in an ef- 
fort to tour the region to deter- 
mine the situation, I was arrested 


again and turned over to the Nor- 
wegian military authorities back of 
Narvik. 

Because I lacked a visa on my 
passport, I was ordered back to 
the border. 

1 was told that the British occu- 

ed Narvik, the ore-shipping port, 
and points north, south and east, 
after debarking at Harstad, 30 
miles up the coast. 

The Germans are retreating 
southward, harassed by scattered 
Norwegian units. 

1 found British marines in pos- 
session of Elvegaard, 10 miles 
south of Narvik. -They also have 
driven east from Narvik some 15 
or 16 miles to Bjorksden, only a 
hort distance from the Swedish 
eontier 

Between these points the Brit- 
ish were established at Oyjord and 
Gratanjen. They also were hold- 
ing Elvegaardsmoen, five miles 
north of Narvik. 

As the Nazis retreated’ they 
drove before them small units of 
the Norwegian army, whom they 
engaged in skirmishes. The Ger- 
mans apparently were careful to 
stay well west of the Swedish fron- 
tier as they moved southward to 
avoid internment. 

I succeeded in making my way 
into Norway with considerable "7 
ficulty. 

After a 35-hour journey -north- 
ward frem Stockholm on a crowd- 
ed, untmfortable train, I reached 
the Sedish iron mining town of 
Kirwa only to be told that I could 
prosed no further. Kiruna is 
out 7) miles from the Norwe- 
an frontier by the railroad, which

more. 

All foreigners had been ordered 
from Swedish border areas, espe- 
cially foreign journalists with or 
without passes. Swedish journal- 
ists apparently were permitted to 
cross the frqntier into Norway at 
will, but when I protested that this 
was not exactly cricket a Swedish 
Captain said “neither was the in- 

sion of Scandinavia” and _. or- 

ed me to return south. 

There was nothing to do except 


board a train for the return trip to 
Stockholm, but 50 miles south of 
Kiruna I slipped off at Gellivare, 
determined to get across the bor- 
der somehow. 


A taxicab driver, unable to _ re- 
sist the promise of a bonus, final- 
ly agreed to take a chance on driv- 
ing me the 120 miles to the fron- 
tier. By hiding on the floor of the 
taxi now and then I managed 
without incident to reach the bor- 
der a mile north of Vassijaure- 
Riksgransen, on the Narvik-Kiru- 
na railway, and‘ stepped across in 
mid-afternoon without denefit of 
visa. 

In a snowstorm I tramped 15 
miles or more to the outskirts of 
Narvik, traveling by wooded paths 
instead of the main road. Attempt- 
ing to enter Narvik I was arrested 
by British patrols, but was released 
after displaying my credentials. 

As I started out in the hope 
of visiting surrounding towns, I 
was arrested again and turned 
over to Norwegian military authori- 
ties, who insisted that I must re- 
turn to Sweden because my pass- 
port bore no visa. 


During the trip back to the fron- 
tier, escorted by Norwegian soldiers, 
I saw several German patrols about 
five miles from the Swedish line, 
as well as scattered Norwegian 
troops. 


We arrived unmolested, however, 
and I was turned over to Swedish 
authorities. With 250 Norwegian 
troops who had crossed the fron- 
tier and been interned, I was tak- 
en back to Kiruna and held there 
under guard until I could be put 
aboard a train for the south. 


The conductor was directed to 
see that I did not leave the train 
this time until it had reached Van- 
nas, 280 miles south of Kiruna. 


Fourteen wounded Norwegians, 
who were being transported to a 
hospital at Boden, near Sweden’s 
east coast, were with me on the 
train. 

Five Swedish sailors who were 
in Narvik when the Germans took 
over the town but succeeded later 
in making their way to the border, 
gave an eye-witness account of the 
naval battle which ensued on the 
arrival of the British. They said 
they had seen two German war- 
ships sunk by British planes which 
Bombed the harbor district, and 
and had seen several others 
driven ashore in Rombak Fjord. 

Many of the inhabitants, forbid- 
den by the Germans to leave the 
town, took refuge in their cellars 


during the battle, the Swedes said.

That the election will be close. 

That the Republicans, encouraged 
by the percentage gains they have 
made in congressional by-elections 
in the Middle West, are genuinely 
hopeful, but obsessed with the fear 
that some turn in the war will put 
Roosevelt into the race on a “don't- 
change-horses” platform. 

That nobody has any depend- 
able information as to the strength 
of the anti-third-term sentiment. 

That there’s a real chance for 
the Republicans to win control of 
the House of Representatives while 
losing the presidential election. 

That Mr. Roosevelt will hit a 
snag if he attempts to throw his 
strength in the Chicago convention 
to either Attorney-General Jackson 
or Supreme Court Justice Douglas.

That the selection of Hull would 
be received with less than enthusi- 
asm in the isolationist reaches of 
the West. 

That, however, the political as- 
sets of the Secretary of State out- 
weigh his liabilities, and that in 
any case the first attention of the 
party must be given to carrying 
New York.

That Jim Farley has no chance 
to be nominated for the presidency, 
but may win second place on the

NEW YORK, April 18 (AP).— 
Nicholas Roosevelt, former Min- 
ister to Hungary, said last night 
the United States “must make it 
clear” that it would “resist any 
effort . « to change the sover- 
eignty of any territory which 
might be used as an advance air 
or naval outpost from which to 
attack the Americas.”

Roosevelt, a fifth cousin of Presi-

dent Roosevelt, “if the change is 
attempted by force or is part of a 
diplomatic settlement made behind 
our backs—we must resist it.”

HOW 3000 NAZIS 


BLUFFED OSLO 


WITH SONGS AND 12-PIECE BAND 


Two Accordions and Soldiers’ Chorus Lulled 
Public Into Illusion of Normalcy—Until 
20,000 Troops Could Arrive.. 


But music and song were the 
cheif weapons use to lull the pub- 
lic into illusion of normalcy. Thus, 
we witnessed the extraordinary 
spectacle of a nation’s capital be- 
ing held securely by impromptu 
soldiers’ chorsuses by one 12-piece 
military band—and two accordions. 

The Germans, at least the Nazi 
leaders, have learned a lot more 
about psychology than they are giv- 
en credit for. This is why the tiny 
force of German occupation was 
able to dominate Oslo from the 
moment it set foot on the land, 
simply through bluff and rollick- 
ing tunes. The Nazi began its con- 
certs in the park along Carl Jo- 
han boulevard in the center of 
the city the morning after the oc- 
cupation. Soon several hundred 
Norwegians cluttered around listen- 
ing to a jovial rendition of “Roll 
Out the Barrel.” They kept com- 
ing and pausing for 10 minutes or 
more in groups and nobody seemed 
to think of rolling out the Ger- 
mans. 

Wednesday morning, too, one 
company of spick-and-span men, 
their rifles shining, marched down 
Carl Johan pounding their heels 
slowly and singing as they went. 

Meanwhile, skeleton bodies of 
troops occupying Parliament and 
City Hall, also developed an urge 
to sing popular songs and old Ger- 
man favorites from the windows. 
But the cleverest bit of musical

barked in Oslo harbor, thereby 
assuring the Nazi grip on the cap- 
ital. 

After watching the first trans- 
ports tie up, I rushed to the tele- 
graph office. When I returned half 
an hour later, to the harbor, the 
quays were a curious sight. I heard 
what sounded like a students’ 
chorus at a football match long be- 
fore it could press its way through 
the throng of Osloans near the em- 
bankment. Lounging on the em- 
bankment were perhaps three pia- 
toons of German infantry. Their 
kits, blankets, rifles and bayonets 
were piled in neat rows on the 
sidewalk below them. 


The soldiers sat with their arms 
locked, and swinging from side to 
side, shouted out the words of the 
German song, “Going to Town,” 
with splendid harmony on the re- 
frain. Before them stood a hardy 
Teuton getting the maximum syn- 
copation from his accordion. The 
singers all acted like carefree young 
men whose only desire in life is to 
have fun and serenade people. Be- 
hind their booming choruses was 
the implication that there was 
nothing serious about these thou- 
sands of iron-muscled troops - 
marching down the gang planks. 


Almost unbelieving, several thou- 
sand Osloans paused and listened 
in the course of the next two hours. 
But their expressions had changed 
from the incomprehensible curiosi- 
ty and the seeming indifference. 
Now, for the first time, there were 
many faces with harassed lines 
and troubled eyes.

TO END DUMMY DIRECTORS. 

The question of replacing “dummy” directors of 
corporations with working directors who can give 
time and study to questions of corporate manage- 
ment continues to bob up in the news. The movement 
has received impetus because of the restrictions and 
liabilities imposed upon directors by the Securities 
and Exchange and the Utility Holding Company 
Acts. 

Boards of directors in the past have been nom- 
inated for the most part by the officers of corpo- 
rations, or at least by a few large stockholders. The 
great body of small stockholders, voting by proxy, 
have had little actual choice but to approve these 
nominations. In this way, the officers have often 
formed themselves into self-perpetuating oligarchies, 
sometimes mismanaging affairs in their own interest. 

Frequently the same man will sit on the board of 
directors of a score or more corporations, although 
it is obviously impossible for him to have a working 
knowledge of the affairs of that many large enter- 
prises. But he may be able to help direct one com- 
pany so as to cause it to follow, to its own disadvan- 
tage, a policy which will help another company in 
which he is also a director. 

According to the new idea, a working director 
would be permitted to sit on the board of only three 
or four separate and distinct corporations and would 
be paid a salary which would justify him in knowing 
the business first-hand rather than from a balance 
sheet. If the right men were chosen, this would, of 
course, be a constructive move. But if the method of 
choosing the working director is the same as it has 
been in choosing the “dummy” director, what is 
to-prevent him also from becoming a mere rubber 
stamp for the ruling group of officers? 

Directors chosen for special knowledge rather than 
prestige would be a forward step. So would the de- 
velopment of a sense of trusteeship on the part of 
the directors toward the public as well as the stock- 
holders. But if the public interest is to be protected, 
some mechanism is needed to free at least one of the 
directors from dependence on the company which 
pays him. The consumer is entitled to a tribune, and 
his presence on the board, *“rough a representative, 
would in the long run help the stockholders. 
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A fund has been provided for a department of 
Celtic at Harvard.

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THE CARROZZOS OF OUR CITIES. 

The reader’s attention is directed to an editorial 
from the Chicago Daily Tribune, reprinted on this 
page. This is an etching, in words, of Mike Car- 
rozzo, Chicagoan by adoption, criminal by profes- 
sion; a success story—one is tempted to call it typ- 
ical—not in the American tradition but in a modern 
American formula. 

Almost every American city of metropolitan con- 
sequence has its Mike Carrozzo, of more or less com- 
parable genius to the Chicago Big Shot. They are 
a caste, these labor racketeers. They are the robber 
barons of the industrial age. In the stolen livery 
of labor, they practice extortion on many fronts, but 
their most productive and helpless victims are the 
laboring men whom they villainously misrepres_at. 

How a creature like Carrozzo can pursue his out- 


ijlawry as head of a large union affiliated with the 


American Federation of Labor, with the passive 
acquiescence of the federation’s president, William 
Green, is an exasperating and sinister phenomenon. 
Wasting no emotion on that angle, the Chicago 
Tribune realistically concludes that “the way to deal 
with Carrozzo is with police squads and indict- 
ments.” 

St. Louis and the Post-Dispatch, from bitter ex- 
perience, can indorse the Tribune’s plan of cam- 
paign. It was the police and the indictment, rein- 
forced by an uprising of honest union men, that 
finally ousted the unspeakable John P. Nick.

It is to be hoped, however, that the Illinois rail- 
roads and Illinois coal-mining interests will recog- 
nize that they can best serve their own long-range 
interests by refraining from placing any obstacles 
in the way of St. Louis’ drive.

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ST. LOUIS OBEYS THE 13TH COMMANDMENT. 

Rupert Hughes once wrote a novel called “The 
Thirteenth Commandment.” That addendum to the 
Decalogue, readers discovered before the plot had 
progressed very far, was: “Thou shalt not spend more 
than thou earnest.” Few units of government have 
been observing the wise commandment Mr. Hughes 
brought down from his fictional Sinai. Washington 
piles deficit on deficit. States and cities on every 


hand go deeply into the-red. The problems of relief 


and made work brought by the crisis years have, of 
course, required much additional spending. But the 
temptation has been great to leave the brakes per- 
manently untouched and let the spenders go their 
reckless, heedless way. 

With so much uows of mounting debt, the latest 
tidings from the St. Louis City Hall are notable by 
their contrast. The municipal deficit at the start of 
the last fiscal year, in April, 1939, was at its record 
high, $3,332,481. When the year ended, 10 days ago, 
it had been cut $1,649,848, or 49.5 per cent. 

This is an achievement in anybody’s bookkeeping. 
The thrifty soul of Comptroller Louis Nolte doubt- 
less writhed on contemplating that gross violation of 
the thirteenth commandment a year ago, and it must 
have given him particular pleasure to announce the 
result to Mayor Dickmann. 

Every department under the Mayor’s jurisdiction 
helped in making the reduction possible. Each was 
asked to reduce expenses by at, least 6 per cent, and 
all complied. They did even Wwe than had been 
expected. Every estimate up to yesterday’s announce- 
ment was of a reduction around $750,000. That the 
actual saving more than doubled that figure is good 
news to St. Louis taxpayers. 

Other causes than economy went into the achieve- 
ment, of course. Tax receipts were the largest in 
eight years. The new cigarette levy helped consider- 
ably. But even without that tax, the reduction 
would have been almost a million dollars. 

The economies themselves were largely the squeez- 
ing of water out of city departments. Unnecessary 
jobs were abolished. Appropriations were husbanded. 
Supply purchases were watched with an eagle eye. 

If this can be done in one year, it can be done 
again, and without hardship or sacrifice. It will be 
a happy day when business improvement and sound 
policies permit St. Louis and other cities to keep 
faith again with the thirteenth commandment.

Eighteen years ago down in Caruthersville, a few 
visionary housewives in the Woman's Club gathered 
up a shelf or two of books and started a community 
library in a church belfry. 

Yesterday all Caruthersville turned out to open 
its new $30,000 public library, erected with a match- 
ing local bond issue and WPA grant, whose 8000 
volumes place it among rural Missouri’s largest 
libraries.

Yesterday was 
their day! 
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UNDER THE ROSE—AND THE RUG. 

Was it going to be close in Hickory County? 

A quick turn part way through the dope sheets and 
there were the past performances of Hickory Coun- 
ty voters and the probabilities for the election at 
hand. Would the Democrat win out in the King- 
dom of Callaway, or was there a chance of a Re- 
publican overturn? 
- What about Dade and Jasper and Linn and Dunk- 
lin and Nodaway and Audrain? Was it safe to con- 
tribute to the campaign fund of just one candidate 
or was it the counsel of wisdom to slip little retain- 
ers to each side?

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TWO VALUES FOR THE POUND. 

The pound sterling has sunk back, on the free ex- 
change, to $3.50, but Secretary Morgenthau announces 
that he has received no complaints from American 
manufacturers and exporters. The effect of a fall 
in the pound is to reduce the tariffs on British 
goods, but this factor has been offset to a large degree 
by rising costs of production in Great Britain and 
by high wartime transportation rates. 

In contrast with the rate of $3.50 on the free ex- 
change, the Bank of England is maintaining an of- 
ficial exchange rate of $4.02% for the pound, but this 
is enforced only on exports of rubber, tin, Scotch 
whisky, jute and furs. The more costly rate is being 
enforced on commodities in which the British Em- 
pire has a monopoly or semi-monopoly, while com- 
modities which must find their way into the world 
markets in competition with similar goods from 
other countries have the benefit of the lower rate. 

- Under the reciprocal trade pacts with Great Britain 
and Canada, the United States is entitled to cancel 
or. call for adjustments in the concessions granted 
by this country for Empire products if the pound is 
allowed to slide. But unless greater pressure of 
British imports elicits a howl from American ex- 
porters, no use is likely to be made of this clause. 

The chief moral for America is this: If a nation al- 
lows its peacetime national debt to run too high, it 
cannot expect to maintain the value of its money in 
an international emergency. 
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Thomas Dewey’s philosophy in words of one syl- 
lable: If you want a thing, go right straight out and 
your best to get it.

Haakon VII: A ‘‘Crowned President’’

King of Norway, now fleeing for his life from Nazi bombers, is a 
democratic ruler, close to his people, and dislikes pomp, writer 
says; chosen by vote, he calls himself “a constitutional President 
for life”; kept nation neutral through trying days of previous war.

ING HAAKON VII of Norway was 
K Prince Charles, second son of Den- 

mark’s King Frederick VIII, until that 
strange episode in Scandinavian history 
when Norway split away from its union 
with Sweden and elected the Danish Prince 
its King. It couldn’t have happened as 
peacefully anywhere else in the world. 

As a result of the Napoleonic upheavals 
in Europe, Norway found itself in 1814 under 
the rule of the King of Sweden. Although 
it was called a “umion,” the Norwegians 
were jealous of their independence. By 1905, 
bitter disagreements arose, Norway organ- 
ized its own foreign consular service, and 
proclaimed its independence from Sweden 
by a national plebiscite. 

For a time, there was danger of war be- 
tween the two Scandinavian countries. 
Troops were mobilized on both sides. But 
sanity prevailed and Sweden finally acqui- 
esced in the severance of the “union.” 

Norway had to shop around quickly for a 
King. It had been under the rule of Den- 
mark for many years prior to its transfer 
to Sweden after the 
Napoleonic era, and 
there was a friend- 
lier feeling between 
the Norwegians and 
the Danes than be- 
tween the Norwe- 
gians and the 
Swedes, 

The Norwegians 
could not have 
picked a more king- 
ly looking personal- 
ity than handsome 
Prince Charles of 
Denmark, whose ro- 
bust figure,  bris- 
tling mustaches and 
military bearing 
were sure to com- 
mand respect.

VII and sister of George V, were invited to 
ascend the ancient Norwegian throne that 
had been vacant for more than 500 years. 
A national plebiscite was held to confirm 
the invitation. 

It was a curious election. Voting in the 
cities, towns and villages consisted of giving 
a ballot to one of two election officials who 
walked around the street with big Mad Hat- 
ter hats on, one bearing the sign “Yes,” the 
other bearing the sign “No.” The final vote 
was 259,563 in favor of crowning Prince 
Charles King and 69,264 opposed. 
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Nov. 25, 1905, Prince Charles and Princess 
Maud arrived by sea from Copenhagen and 
disembarked at Christiania, which has since 
been changed to the olden name of Oslo. 

The new King took the ancient Norwe- 
gian name of Haakon, seventh in the line of 
monarchs by that name. He and the Queen 
had been on Norway’s throne for 33 years 
when death separated them quite suddenly. 

Norway, the realm of the fjords, is a fierce- 
ly democratic nation. When King Haa- 
kon VII made that remark to an American 


diplomat, “Your President is a King for 
four years, while I am a very constitutional 
President for life,” he was accurately re- 
flecting the spirit under which he reigns. 
A story told about one of Kaiser Wil- 
helm’s visits to the fjords of Norway illus- 
trates the attitude of the people generally 


toward royalty. The Kaiser was spending | 


a vacation on his yacht among the fjords 
and one day decided to go ashore for a 
climb. He was a well-known figure along 
the fjords, where he cruised every year. 

Two old farmers were walking behind 
him when he dropped a glove. The Kaiser 
looked at the glove and then from one to the 
other of the men. Neither of them budged 
to pick it up, but the older of the two turned 
to the Kaiser and said: “Pick it up your- 
self, You’re younger than I am.” 
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King Haakon knows the moral of that 
story. He has fashioned his royal behavior 
to suit the tastes of his adopted people. 
Like neighboring Sweden, Norway is dom- 
inated by the Labor party Life at the 
modest palace in Oslo is utterly lacking in 
regal showmanship or splendor. The King 
goes about his business in rough tweeds. He 
cares nothing for the trappings of royalty. 
When he receives visitors at the palace, 
he receives them informally, as an equal. 

Norway was in a tight spot during the 
World War. Her ties with England were 
close and her sentiments generally favored 
the Allies. But her most important income 
was derived from shipping and she was 
likely to lose not only her entire trade but 
many of her ships if she held out against 
Germany. 

King Haakon kept the country neutral 
under the most heartbreaking circum- 
stances. Norway lost 831 merchant vessels 
and 1200 men as a result of the promiscuous 
sinking of neutral ships by submarines and 
torpedo boats during the war. As a result 
of these terrific losses, Norway’s merchant 
marine volume fell after the war from 
fourth to sixth place. The country was beset 
by a severe financial crisis, but it muddled 
through and Haakon did his utmost to en- 
courage the industrialization and water 
power projects that have since been Nor- 
way’s salvation. 
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Haakon’s own training as a sailor gave 
him expert technical knowledge in helping 
his nation to readjust itself after the war 
to the loss of its merchant marine. As 
Prince Charles of Denmark, he was known 
as the “Sailor Prince.” He learned to com- 
mand everything, from a battleship to a 
torpedo boat. He served a long apprentice- 
ship in the Danish navy, where no deference 
whatever was shown, and he was hazed like 
any other young midshipman. All of which 
was excellent training for the royal job he 
was to get later on as the King of Norway’s 
democracy. 

Court life at Oslo is virtually non-ex- 
istent. The royal dining room is small and 
there is no collection of liveried servants. 
The royal family owns no luxurious estates. 
Under the Norwegian laws “socializing” all 
private properties over a certain size, the 
King has no larger estates than are per- 
mitted ordinary families, 


What the War Is Costing 


_From the Magazine of Wall Street, 


LTHOUGH the destruction of human life 
and of physical properties in the Eu- 
ropean war to date remains small, the fi- 
nancial cost to England—and probably to 
France and Germany—already approxi- 
mates the top World War figures, and is 
certain to rise further. 
The British Government's present expen- 
ditures are at the annual rate of £2,400,000,- 
000, or about 40 per cent of that nation’s 
1939 national income. Proportionate spend- 
ing by our Federal Government would be 
around 25 billion dollars, or some three times 
the current rate. As now projected, Britain 
in two years will have a budget approximat- 
ing 75 per cent of the 1939 national income. 
The financial war burdens in France and 
Germany are certainly proportionate. 
Thus far, these enormously increased costs 
are being met by a combination of borrow- 
ing and increased taxation. Larger taxes 


can be had only by lowering the living 
standards of the people and confiscating 
their savings—a process that seems already 
to be near its maximum in Germany, but 
having further to go in Britain and France 

Planned curtailment of normal consump- 
tion and complete regimentation of imports 
and exports involve world-wide dislocations 
that will increasingly be felt. Moreover, the 
longer-range threat of currency break- 
downs, with further international disloca- 
tions, cannot be ignored. 

Directly or indirectly, this insane mess is 
going to cost all of us something. To mil- 
lions in Europe, it will mean grinding pov- 
erty—the decline of already low living stand- 
ards to bare subsistence levels. We can take 
such comfort as we may in the thought 
that—as compared to peoples of the bellig- 
erent countries—we continue to live in a 
paradise of peace, security and plenty.

Haled Into Police Court for 
Refusal to Divulge Source 
of Information on Vice 
Conditions. 


TOPEKA, Kan., April 18 (AP).— 
E. B. Chapman, Topeka State Jour- 
nal editorial writer, flatly declined 
last night to tell city authorities 
at a formal inquisition of his 
knowledge of liquor law violations 
and was held in contempt. of 
court. 

Police Judge Peter F. Caldwell 
and City Attorney Mark Bennett, 
directed Chapman to return at 1 p. 
m. today to be sentenced. 
Chapman based his refusal to 
answer on his “moral obligation to 


my informants.” He was ques- 
tioned under a statute prescribing 
penalties of 90 days in jail or a 


{$300 fine, or both. 


The inquisition was instigated by 
Mayor John Scott. After the Jour- 
nal published an editorial Saturday 
asserting “five days after the first 
arrest in the ‘vice payoff,’ gamb- 
ling resorts still were accepting bets, 
gootleggers still were operating and 
sales were being made all over 
town by the policy games.” 
Topeka vice conditions have been 
the subject of a month’s inquiry 
conducted by Attorney-General Jay 
S. Parker and the Kansas Bureau 
of Investigation. 

Three persons, including a po- 
liceman, were arrested and charged 
—|with offenses growing out of an 
alleged “protection payoff.” Last 
week Parker filed an ouster suit 
in Supreme Court against Police 
Chief Charles McKnaught, appoint- 
ed by Scott.

IN NEED OF AIR AID

To answer the last question first, 
it could come by Narvik and the 
railway Narvik-Lulea, connecting 
by way of Ostersund and Bracke 
with the main Swedish railway sys- 
tem. It might alsos come by the 
railway Trondheim-Storlein-Oster- 
sund ‘if that line were open and 
Trondheim in Allied hands. But 
for the moment, the Narvik line 
is the best hope, and that means 
that the German detachment in 
the north must be disposed of and 
the line put in working order—a 
task to which the British and Nor- 
wegians seem at this moment to be 
devoting considerable effort, an ef- 
fort which becomes explicable once 
one assumes a Swedish orientation. 
It is extremely unlikely that the 
Swedes will take any undue risks, 
unless actually attacked, until they 
can be assured that this railway, 
at least, will be open so that help 
can reach them. 


If it is opened, then we have a 
new set of considerations for the 
Swedes. Presuming that by that 
time the Allies will be making 
some progress farther south, that 
the Norwegians, have suffered no 
crushing disaster, that the German 
force at Oslo has not been able to 
advance very much farther, that 
the Skagerrak remains reasonably 
well closed by Allied naval opera- 
tions -and the Germans still de- 
pendent on air lines of supply, 
what would happen if the Swedes 
were suddenly to swarm over the 
border and fall upon the Germans 
in the Oslo region? This is an in- 
teresting speculation. 


Size of Swedish Army. 

The Swedish army is well 
equipped and well led., It has an 
excellent corps of officers and of 
career ahd reserve non-commis- 
sioned officers. Its period of train- 
ing (normally 175-200 days, more 
than twice that of the Norwegian 
army) has been. lengthened this 
year by special decree, and” addi- 
tional reservists have for some time 
been with the colors; probably it 
has immediately ready 100,000 men 
—four large divisions, a cavalry di- 
vision and some tanks, heavy ar- 
tillery and so forth. Four more di- 
visions could probably be formed 
from available reservists within a 
few hours. These eight divisions 
are the equivalent in fighting pow- 
er of 10-11 German divisions, al 
ways presuming that their artil- 
lery and equipment have not been 
seriously cut down by Swedish con- 
tributions to the defense of Fin- 
land. Three or four of them should 
be able to overwhelm the Oslo 
army, leaving a_ strong force 
available to defend in the south 
against the certain German inva- 
sion by way of the bridgeheads of 
Trelleborg, Malmo and Helsingborg. 
But the Germans would depend 
very largely on their air force to 
interfere with such Swedish moves, 
to break up the Swedish concen- 
trations, attack the rail lines and 
assail the’ centers of Swedish in- 
dustry on which their war effort 
depends—specially the great Bo- 
fors works in Central Sweden, and 
the big powder factory at Bjoerk- 
born. 

The Swedish air force is mod- 
ern and well equipped, but it does 
not include more than 500 planes 
of combat types, probably not that 
many. Swedish anti-aircraft artil- 
lery is good, but none too numer- 
ous. Thus, the first thing the 
Swedes would need from the Al- 
liés is air support, and the next 
is a vigorous diversion along the 
coast to occupy the attention of a 
good part of the German air force. 
If Allied squadrons are to be sent 
to Sweden, they must, of course, 
take with them their ground base 
equipment, stores and ammunition; 
hence the railway by way of Nar- 
vik is as necessary for this pur- 
pose as for troops or munitions, 
though the planes themselves might 
be flown in once the Allies have 
an air base in Norway (is this the 
reason for the landing on the Lo- 
foten Islands, near Narvik?). We 
may well be overemphasizing the 
importance of Sweden, and the ten- 
or of Swedish reactions to the-in- 
vasion of Norway; but one cannot 
suppose that the Swedes can any 
longer have the least idea that if 
Norway goes, they will not be 
next; they may, therefore, feel] that 
they had a swell fight now, while

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FIFTY-YEAR-OLD. FUND 
RETURNED 10 SCHOOLS 


County Has Received $13,737 
on $5000 Loan, Records of 
Which Were Mislaid. 


A 50-year-old special account on 
the St. Louis County books, which 
had grown to $16,525 by the time 
officials got around to investigat- 


ing its origin and purpose, was 
transferred to school funds by the 


County Court yesterday. 

The transfer was at the recom- 
mendation of Auditer Clarence L. 
Hackmann, who found that the ac- 
count, designated the “T. R. Allen 
Fund,” had been set up in 1890 


to receive the proceeds from prop- 
erty acquired by foreclosure on a 
$5000 school fund Joan made by the 
County Court in 1871 to Thomas 
R, Allen. 


After Allen died in 1878 his ex- 
ecutor paid $2213 on the principal. 
Eleven years later, when unpaid 
interest mounting at the rate of 
10 per cent a year had increased 
the outstanding indebtedness to 
$3890, the court .foreclosed, taking 
possession of a 107-acre tract near 
Allenton and 20 lots in the village, 
which had been security for' the 
loan, 


From 1890 to 1924 the property 
was’ sold, parcel by parcel, for a 
total of $3865. Rentals from un- 
sold property added $3344 to the 
fund, an installment sale yielded 
$395 in interest ‘and a man who 
handled one of the sales turned 
back his $75 commission. ‘Bank in- 
terest on the ‘growing fund had 
reached $8846 yesterday. 


Had the County Court -been able 
to get a steady 6 per. cent interest 
on the unpaid $3890 the fund would 
now have grown to More than 
$60,000. 

A year or so ago, auditors who 
examined the county treasury 
recommended a thorough inquiry 
into the fund. Hackmann’s in- 
vestigation was iade difficult by 
the fact that Allen’s note and other 
early records were missing. ‘Yes- 
erday a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
searching Circuit Court files for 
the foreclosure suit, found the 
note,

that the unpaid principal of Allca’s 
loan, $2787, be placeJ in permanent 
school funds and the $13,737 in- 
crement be distributed among the 
25 school districts in the county.

Milk and cheese are among 
dairyland’s contributions to good 
nutrition for American families. 
These two foods rank high in many 
of the important food values, and 
they are both useful in cooking. 

Americans are using more milk 
and cheese than they did 10 years 
ago. But a recent study by the 
Federal Bureau of Home Economics 
shows that a further increase in 
the use of dairy products would 
do much to improve the nutritive 
quality of present day diets. 

With every glass of whole milk 
—there’s protein, fat, calcium, 
phosphorus, milk sugar, and some 
vitamins added to the diet. Whole 
milk contains vitamins A and G 
in important amounts, some vita- 
min B, and a little vitamin D. 
Cheese, made from whole milk, 
supplies most of these same food 
concentrated 
form. So the wise cook will plan 
meals to use generous amounts 
of both milk and cheese. 

Since milk and cheese are pro- 
tein foods, they fit right into the 
main part of the meal. And some 
especially good main dishes are 
made with both milk and cheese— 
combined with either cereals or 
vegetables. 

Probably the most familiar ver- 
sion of the cheese and cereal com- 
bination is baked macaroni and 
cheese. But you can also use 
cheese to give a flavor contrast 
to other bland cereals—such as 
spaghetti, rice, grits, and corn meal. 
Or make the cheese into a well- 
seasoned rabbit to serve on crisp 
toast or crackers. For a pleasing 
change, you may like to use toma- 
toes with the cheese in one of 
these dishes. 

Supplies Protein. 

When cheese is combined with 
vegetables, it supplies protein to 
make the vegetables suitable as a 
main dish, Cheese goes especially 
well in scalloped potatoes, cabbage, 
corn, or a mixture of vegetables. 
And a tangy cheese sauce dresses 
up cooked broccoli, cauliflower, or 
asparagus, 

The cheese most often used in 
cooking is the familiar golden-yel- 
low kind, known as American or 
cheddar. Young American cheese 
is mild in flavor and soft in. tex- 
ture. As it ages, it takes on a 
sharp and tangy flavor, and it be- 
comes dry and crumbly. 

The kind of cheese you choose 
depends on personal likes and dis- 
likes. But, in general, the well- 
aged kind is more suitable for 
cooking purposes because it has 
more flavor. 

Since cheese and milk are both 
protein foods, they need to be han- 
dled with care in cooking. Cheese 
is- especially temperamental when 
heat strikes it. 

The first caution in cooking 
cheese is to keep the temperature 
low. In fact, cheese should not 
really be “cooked,” but merely heat- 
ed enough to melt it. Overheating 
toughens the cheese and makes it 
stringy. 

When the cheese is used in a 
baked dish, such as scalloped vege- 
tables or macaroni and cheese, it 
is best to blend the cheese in the 
sauce before it is mixed with the 
other ingredients. Then it is not 
so likely to become stringy when 
heated. But be sure to take the 
sauce off the fire first—to melt 
the cheese without overheating it. 

Use Low Heat. 

When cheese sandwiches are 

toasted under a broiler flame, the 


bread “insulates” the cheese against ‘ 


too much heat. If the sandwich 
is the open-face variety, it is espe- 
cially important to have a very low 
flame. 


A second rule for making suc- f 


cessful cheese dishes is to break 
the cheese into small pieces before 
you heat it.

His presidential address opened 
the eighteenth annual convention 
of the society, which is being at- 
tended by more than 100 of the 


men who shape the editorial pol- 
icies of the nation’s metropolitan 
press, 

The editors assembled to talk 
shop and to get from President 
Roosevelt, Undersecretary of State 
Sumner Welles and other insiders 
an off-the-record, up-to-the-minute 
picture of American foreign and 
domestic policy and 1940 campaign 
issues. 

They were told by Sterling that 
“in major affairs the newspaper 
never was in a better situation to 
expose public wrongs, which it has 
done in several cities since we last 
met, notably in Kansas City and 
New Orleans, while ii Los Angeles 
and St. Louis the newspaper is 
waging battle for press freedom 
against oppression by the courts.” 

Circulation Gains. - 

Newspaper costs have risen and 
Many newspapers have disap- 
peared, Sterling said. MDaily cir- 
culations have increased 42.7 per 
cent in 20 years and Sunday cir- 
culations 84.5,,in comparison with 
a population increase of only 24.3. 

Asserting that “more newspaper 
readinz” is “a tribute to past per- 
formance and an assignment for 
future achievement,” Sterling 
added: 

“The one substantial asset of 
any newspaper is reader confi- 
dence. This ... is not to be idly 
booted away by calloused -indif- 
ference to the public good.... 

“In any group engaged in casual 
conversation about any public af- 
fair one is exposed to more varie- 
ties of plane and solid propaganda 
than ever find their way into any 
newspaper column. ... The mar- 
ket place of propaganda is not the 
newspaper, but the sewing circle, 
or any other informal gathering.” 

On Function of Press. 

Sterling concluded: 

“Our principal newspaper func- 
tion is not to remake society, nor 
to reform society, but to report so- 
ciety, because in ‘darkness dwells 
the people which know its annals 
not.’ 

“Our newspaper job is to hold 
the light and keep the faith and in 
so doing let us not take ourselves 
too seriously.” 

S. D. L. Jackson, Cleveland law- 
yer, told the editors that it was to 
their interest to try to make the 
National Labor Relations Act 
“workable.” 

“This will not come just from 
blind opposition,” he said, “but it 
will come, and ought to come 
soon, from sensible and informed 
criticism.” 


LABOR BOARD ECONOMIST 
DENIES HE IS COMMUNIST 


Dr. D. J. Saposs So Writes Repre- 
sentatives Who Made Minority 
Report in Inquiry. 

WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP).— 
Dr. David J. Saposs, chief econo- 
mist of the Labor Board, whose 
writings and political views have 
been under congressional scrutiny, 
declared today he was neither a 


Communist nor an advocate of vio- 
lent political action. His statement 
was contained in a letter to Repre- 
sentatives Murdoch (Dem.), Utah, 
and Healey (Dem.), Massachusetts, 
whose minority report on the Smith 
committee inquiry into the Labor 
Board included a qualified disap- 
proval of Saposs as a Federal of- 
ficeholder. 

The minority report, referring to 
some of Saposs’ writings which the 
majority regarded as radical, said: 
“If the excerpts from his writings 
which were read into the record 
are a fair example of his views, we 
disapprove as strongly as our col- 
leagues of a person entertaining 
such views holding an important 
position in the Government.” 

Saposs told Healey and Murdoch 
that his writings, viewed in excerpt 
form, had been “distorted and mis- 
construed.”

60,000 More Troops Called. 


BERNE, April 18 (AP).—The 
Swiss Government and high com- 
mand told the nation in a procla- 
mation tonight exactly what to do 


in event of invasion, outlining a 
plan in which Swiss “Paul Re- 
veres” would have a role in imme- 
diate country-wide mobilization to 
prevent Switzerland from becoming 
another Denmark. 

The mere announcement that 
Switzerland has been invaded will 
mean automatic general mobiliza- 
tion of all citizens and all the na- 
tion’s resources. 

The notice was issued after the 
Federal council called out an’ addi- 
tional 60,000 militia troops, who. 
must join the armed forces between 
May 6 and July 29, and studied 
police and security measures, in- 
cluding a closer watch on pro- 
Nazis. 

Teh proclamation provided that 


broadcast on all Swiss radio sta- 
tions, sent on all telegraph and 
Telephone lines, carried into the 
country by pre-appointed “Paul Re- 
veres,” spread through villages and 
cities by criers and dropped in re- 
mote districts in pamphlets by 
army planes. 

Unlike the usual Swiss commu- 
niques concerning defense since 
the European war began, the proc- 
lamation carried no calming para- 
graph telling the public that no 
immediate danger threatens. 

There are between 375,000 and 
425,000 Swiss troops manning the 
Winkelried line between Basel and 
Lake Constance and other frontier 
fortifications. : 

The calling up of 60,000 militia 
troops in a period of nearly three 
months is designed to increase 
Switzerland’s forces close to 500,000 
by midsummer.

These 
field gray men standing as they 
sang had one tenor whose _ voice 
was a winner. One of their best 
songs and one that each group 
sang repeatedly was something 
about the Rhineland town which 
“has the finest maedels (girls) in 
the world. We want to love them. 
We want to love them.” 


People Realize the Realities. 


With this kind of songs people 
are not supposed to remember that 
their capital is being conquered for 
inestimable months or years. Yet 
a great many Osloans did not lin- 
ger as long now as they had in 
the prior two days. They were 
seeing an enormous number of ma- 
chine guns, too, and several more 
troopships, lined with soldiers, out 
in the harbor waiting to tie up. 
From the largest of these more 
singing echoed shoreward. 

Meanwhile, in the park directly 
in front of Parliament the people 
of Oslo, from 11 o’clock in the 
morning onward, had been treated 
to the most amazing band concert 
the Norwegian capital probably 
ever heard. A little 12-piece band 
played almost unceasingly all after- 
noon just as if nothing important 
were happening anywhere, least of 
all down in the harbor. The Ger- 
man band played countless Ameri- 
can dance tunes, interspersed with 
German waltzes and occasional 
Nazi marches. They kent up their 
entertainment, never lacking an 
audience of 200 or 300. The sol- 
diers only ended their zestful music 
at nightfall when fully 5009 more 
troops had safely augmented the 
Germans’ shoestring garrison of oc 
cupation. 


Then the Music Stops. 


Next morning, Friday, the 
twelfth, the music period of the 
occupation had completely ended. 
There was no further need for 
bluff. Also, much more serious 
business was at hand. “hat morn- 
ing for the first time, I saw no 
German guards at the Parliament 
and University buildings. Until 
now they had stood like statues, 
or had tramped ostentatiously back 
and forth. Now all had gone. I 
was puzzled to see that the Ger- 
man guards had been replaced by 
Norwegian police at the Parlia- 
ment. 


We still couldn’t understand why 
Oslo’s big, strapping policemen re- 
mained in the capital. Nor why 
the city had been occupied with- 
out the electric current being cut 
off or the slightest cessation of 
trolley car service, or any strike 
in other services as a show of pas- 
sive resistance, 

During the first three days, I 
Saw a single individual who seemed 
ashamed. Perhaps he was the only 
one because those young men who 
believed that Norwegians must al- 
so fight for their own freedom had 
left town, or were leaving. When 
we left Oslo, their absence or de- 
patu~e for the first time had be- 
com~ slightly noticeable, 


Oslo’s One Martyr. 


Before leaving, we learned from 
a Red Cross nurse that one Nor- 
wegian had been shot for refusing 
to drive a commandeered car. This 
was the only case we had heard 
of up to that time, 

With the arrival of 20 or more 
transports, however, resistance in- 
side Oslo became impossible. “Roll 
Out the Barrel” had become the 
unparalleled, incredible dirge of 
Norwegian independeace so far as 
Osloans were concerned.

SHORTER HOURS 
URGED 10 OFFSET

Union Leader Suggests 
Way to Reduce Techno- 
logical Unemployment in 
Industry. 


WASHINGTON, April 18 (AP). 
—A shorter working period at «x- 
isting pay levels was recommended 
to the monopoly committee today 
by Paul E. Griffith, Chicago, presi- 
dent of the National Federation 


of Telephone Workers, to offset 
technological unemployment in the 
telephone industry. 

In recent years, Griffith said 
the telephone industry “operated 
more telephones and supplied more 
service than it did in 1929 with 
101,473 fewer employes.” 

The witness said the automatic 
dial telephone and similar improve- 
ments “will progressively reduce 
the number of labor units required 
to build and man the telephone 
plants” in the future. He said 
telephone workers and subscribeis 
“should share equitably” in these 
advances. 

Yesterday, Miss: Rose Sullivan, 
organizer for the American Fed- 
eration of Labor said the auto- 
matic dial system now used on 
about half the 21,000,000 phones in 
the country, had caused 150,{00 
woman operators to lose their jobs 
in recent years, 

Miss Sullivan testified that “no- 
body likes the dial—nobody wants 
it.”

Defendants KRemitted $91,060

More than half of the $423,050 in 
fines assessed in the two Police

Want Children 
To Be Leaders

ANY fathers and mothers 

would be spared a lot of agony 

if they allowed themselves to 
accept their children as ordinary 
human beings closely resembling 
themselves in character and ability 
and in potential usefulness.

By a 
better chance they usually mean a 
better schooling. Now the better 
schooling a child gets, the better 
the higher education youth enjoys, 
the better citizens they become be- 
cause of their heightened intelli- 
gence. , 

But ‘this education, this height- 
ening of intelligence will not al- 
ways produce the results ambitious 
parents expect. They will not al- 
ways result in turning out high- 
class professional men, leaders in 
business and art. They often end in 
sending out intelligent young people 
who can take a job in the ordinary 
walks of life and do it well and en- 
joy doing it. That, is they would 
do well and enjoy their work if they 
had not been trained to look upon 
anything short of leadership, head- 
ship and authority in their fields 
as disgraceful failure. 

We ought to think about this 
a bit when educating children and 
youth. There are only a few lead- 
ers among a generation. The great 
host are to be useful though ob- 
scure citizens who “ill jobs in every 
department of labor—and by labor 
I mean any kind of work profes- 
sional or otherwise that we are 
called upon to do. If we could con- 
sider people who, fill their places 
adequately, who provide for their 
families, rear their children in 
wholesome attitudes toward life, 
perform their duties to the state 
as good citizens should—if we could 
bring ourselves to honor them we 
‘would save ourselves and them 
much distress. 

We make the lives of children 
and youth miserable by insisting 
that they prepare for fields in 
which they cannot belong. If we 
were willing to train them to take 
places in fields where they could 
succeed they would be healthier, 
happier and far more successful in 
youth and maturity. 

“TI gave my children college edu- 
cations. Are they to take jobs as 
salespeople, stenographers, _ tele- 
phone operators, shop-workers?” 
If they fit into these places, yes. 
Don’t worry about a wasted edu- 
cation. Education is never wasted 
if it can be accepted by the young 
person’s mind and put to use in 
action. 

No work is beneath the worker. 
There is no field in human en- 
deavor that does not need and will 
not gladly accept the trained in- 
telligence and the trained intelli- 
gence finds its way to success, al- 
ways. Give the children their 
chance, by all means. Give them 
all the education they can take, 
but allow them to work in the 
field of their abilities, without dis- 
crediting them if those fields are 
not headed to the seats of the 
mighty. Few find those seats at 
all comfortable.

How Research 
ls Carried on 


In Cancer War 
By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


N a large, new, beautiful build- 
[ ns in a suburb of Washington, 

D. C., a score of men in white 
coats are carefully tending a thou- 
sand colonies of mice. They take 
most tender care of them, and when 
a new litter is born, each is im- 


mediately identified by punching 


a notch in the ear, One kind of a 
punch means it is a cancer mouse, 
anather kind that its pedigree is 
free from cancer. All sorts of 
curious tricks of our enemy, cancer, 
are revealed by the study of these 
humble little animals. 

Spontaneous cancer is not com- 
mon in the lower animals. Most 
of them do not live long enough 
to get into the cancer age, so it 
was a great stimulus to research 
When it was found that the mouse 
was susceptible to cancer and that 
cancer could be implanted in mice. 
The mouse is, therefore, the fa- 
vorite experimental animal for re- 
search in cancer, 

The influence * of heredity on 
cancer is shown by mice experi- 
ments. A two-year-old mouse is 
like a person of 65 or 70 years. 
Observers can, therefore, study 
many generations of mice, repre- 
senting thousands of years of hu- 
man life, within a comparatively 
short time. 

Taking mice and selecting can- 
cerous animals as parents, a strain 
can be produced in which 80 to 90 
per cent of the off-spring develop 
cancer. On the other hand, if the 
selection is away from cancer, 
strains can be produced in which 
only one or two per cent develop 
cancer. 

There is evidence that the tend- 


ency to form cancer in man may. 


be inherited, but the tendency is 
So indirect that heredity of cancer 
need not be a source of worry to 
any person. 

We spoke last week of public 
education as one of the three mod- 
ern weapons against cancer. An- 
other of these three weapons is re- 
search, 

Research into the nature and 
cause of cancer is being carried on 
in many parts of the world. There 
are a number of institutions in the 
United States devoted exclusively 
to this work.

THE STATE INSTITUTION at 
Bufalo, N. Y., is oustanding as a 
center of cancer research, as are 
the Lankenau Hospital, Philadel- 
phia; the Memorial Hospital, New 
York City; the Huntington Hospital, 
Boston; the Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital, St. Louis, and the 
Strong Memorial Hospital, Roches- 
ter, N. Y,. 

The chemistry of the cancer cell 
is being studied; also the effects of 
the internal secretions of the body 
from the ductless glands on the ac- 
tivities of cancer cells. 

A feature of great significance 
is what might be called the “im- 
mortality” of cancer cells. A small 
oit of cancer can be implanted in 
the mouse and grow to enormous 
proportions. Some of these cells 
into another 
mouse and again grow, and so on, 
so that if you calculated the ac- 
tual weight of cancer tissue that 
sprang from a few cells, it would 
amount to tons. It does not age 
or slow down in its rate of growth. 
We are dealing, theréfore, not with 
a sickly disease tissue but with one 
which possesses tremendous vigor 
and power of growth. 

Another suggestive line of re- 
search has to do with the ability of 
certain chemicals, such as deriva- 
tives of coal tar, to produce can- 
cer when brought into contact with 
epithelial tissue. 

It may be said finally about re- 
search in cancer, that even if noth- 
ing new is discovered, we know 
enough so that if the methods at 
hand were applied to early cases, 
and the public were educated to 
seek treatment early, a great re- 
duction could be made in the inci- 
dence of the disease.

To the question “Do you think a 
girl or young woman who has 
really enjoyed work or professional 
life could give it up for marriage 
without regret?” 113 of the 190 
answered unqualifiedly “Yes,” 70 
“No.” Two were on the fence, two 
more thought no woman who had 
enjoyed professional life should 
ever be forced to give it up for 
marriage, and five of the girls 
thought anybody who had a chance 
to swap a job for marriage and 
didn’t do it ought to have her head 
examined.

South, with 4-3-3-3 distribution, 
was tempted to jump to three no 
trump on the second round, but 
feeling that North’s values might 
be in spades, diamonds, and clubs, 
and that consequently the partner- 
ship might be without a heart stop- 
per, preferred a game contract in 
spades. Obviously, South's five 
honor tricks required strong action, 
and after the immediate spade 
raise, his reasoning was logical 
enough. As a matter of fact, de- 
spite North’s double heart stopper 
three no trump would have been 
out of the question, whereas four 
spades should have been fulfilled 
even without co-operation from the 
enemy. 

West opened the diamond king 
and declarer made the grave mis- 
take of winning with the ace. Two 
rounds of hearts then were played, 
after which, having noted East’s 
echo in hearts (which § signified 
ability to ruff the third round of 
the suit), declarer cashed his two 
top spades, then with only the high 
trump outstanding, ruffed a heart. 
Now the dummy was down to one 
trump and still had a diamond 
which would have to be cleared 
away before a diamond ruff could 
take place. Perhaps, for want of 
something better to do, declarer 
now led a low club to his own 
hand. East’s seven spot forcing the 
ace. West, who was obviously a 
player to whom aces are juicy 
prey, pounced on this trick with his 
queen of trumps, actually chuck- 
ling at the declarer’s expression of 
surprise. His amusement was short 
lived, however. Now the best he 
could do was cash a diamond trick, 
after which declarer could easily 
ruff a third diamond in dummy and 
finally concede only one club trick 
to East. In all, declarer had lost 
only one trump, one club, and one 
diamond. 

As I have said, this was a com- 
edy of errors all around. Declarer 
had thrown away his game by not 
holding up the diamond ace at the 
first trick and retajning that card 
as a vital card of communication, 
Had he done so, the play probably 
would have gone as follows: A sec- 
ond diamond won by the ace, and 
then a diamond ruff; next, the ace 
and king of hearts would have 
been cashed, two rounds of spades 
led, and a third heart ruffed; then, 
with the red suits cleaned up, de- 
clarer could afford to lose a club 
and a trump. But after the error 
declarer made at the first trick. 
West should easily have defeated 
the contract. All he had to do was 
refuse to ruff South’s club ace. 
Sooner or later, he would have had 
to gain the lead with a diamond 
and then he could have laid down 
the spade queen and removed dum- 
my’s last trump and ruffer. South 
would have ended up by losing an 
extra diamond trick, and with it his 
contract.
